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How can an athlete who wrestles three, four, or some- 
times even five nights a week psychologically prepare 
himself for each bout? Isn't there an occasional letdown 
against certain opponents? Can wrestlers, like foot- 
ball players, psych themselves up for every match? 
How does a wrestler prepare himself for a bout? 

The above questions, somewhat similar in nature, 
are among the most often-asked ones we receive from 
readers. They know what goes on during a match and 
they often get an idea of a wrestler's personality from 
a television interview. But few fans know what goes on 
in a wrestler's mind in those crucial moments just be- 
fore an important bout. 

We sent a team of our photographers — the best ones 
in the business — into the dressing rooms to capture the 
flavor of how wrestlers prepare for their bouts. They 
came back with photos unlike any you've ever seen 
before.

A. AU wrestling champion in Flo- 
rida five times in different weight 
classes,” Mike noted. “In that kind 
of competition it doesnt make a 
difference who your father is."

immediate smash in his first year as 
a professional. Beginning in his na- 
tive Florida, Mike swept through 
such competition as Redbeard, Tau- 
rus, Zodiac. Joe Nova and former 
southern heavyweight champion 
Bobby Shane. He came to Madison 
Square Garden, and in front of the 
largest crowd ever to see him, he 
subdued cagey veteran Juan Caruso 
with a spectacular figure-4-leglock. 

The night Mike wrestled in New 
York, all the other wrestlers on the 
card that evening came out of their 
dressing rooms to see just how good 
Eddie's son really was. 

"He really impressed me." said 
veteran star Don Curtis, an excellent 
judge of talent. "In fact. I recall 
when Dory Funk Jr. first started 
wrestling pro and Id have to say 
Mike is as far advanced at this stage 


of the game as Dory Jr. was at an 


equivalent period." 

"He's a helluva prc oct, said 
Chief Jay Strongbow, “and he knows 
an awful lot for a kid his age. What 
impressed me was his strength. | 
knew he was a weightlifter but he’s

got more power than I thought.” 

“Hey, I'm glad he wasn't wrestling 
me tonight,” laughed Manny Soto, 
“but seriously, he’s good. Very good. 
At his age I couldn't do half of what 
he can do. He's got a good future." 

The majority of Mike's votes came. 
of course. from the Florida area 
where he's seen most often. But he 
also pulled a surprising number of 
votes from New York, where he 
appeared only once. 

Mike is 5-9 and weighs 230 pounds. 
An all-around athlete, he drives 
race cars, skin dives and is quite 
adept at hunting and deep-sea fish- 
ing. A former high school football 
star, Mike took up weightlifting 
and is a former state champion in 
the 198-pound class. He still holds 
the Florida record for the bench 
press and was the state champion 
powerlifter. 

Can Mike go all the way to the 
top like Dory Sr.'s son did? “I don't 
see why not. says proud father 
Eddie. 

Either, evidently, do the fans. By 
voting him Rookie of the Year 
they've sent him off to a heck of a

HE TRULY GREAT tag teams 

are usually people who've made 
a career of tag team wrestling and 
have suppressed individual abilities 
for the good of the team. Such great 
teams as the Fabulous Kangaroos. 
the Chain Gang, the Von Brauners 
and the Assassins are examples. 

But the Tag Team of the Year 
for 1972 is an exception to that rule. 
Because Bruiser and Crusher are two 
men who are great individual stars 
in addition to being parts of a ter- 
rific combination. 

Cousins, Bruiser and Crusher have 
wrestled as a team on and off for 
a good number of years. But it wasn't 
until 1972 that they got together 
on a full-time basis and concentrated 
all their energy towards team wres- 
ding. And although each man had 
already reached enormous success 
on an individual basis, the success 
they've enjoyed as a full-time team 
goes beyond any and all previous 
successes, 

How good are Bruiser and Crusher? 
One example is the number of votes 
they received. This was the only 
contest on the ballot which was an 
absolute runaway. Nobody came 
close. And although most of the 
votes came from Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Ohio, this 
team received votes from all over 
the country! 

The unigue thing about Bruiser 
and Crusher is that they did not 
meet a wide range of competition. 
One reason, of course, is that there 
arent too many opponents brave 
enough to tangle with them. But the 
Blackjacks and manager Bobby 
Heenan were brave enough and it 
was against this combination Bruiser 
and Crusher achieved their greatest 
triumphs. 

“We get pleasure seeing that crew 
covered with their own ከ1004.” 
Bruiser laughed: “Watching their 
frustrations,” added Crusher, “has 


been the highlight of my year.”

Of course, not every match has 
seen Bruiser and Crusher go against 
the Blackjacks. They topped Heenan 
and Baron Von Raschke, the rug- 
ged Vachons and the Graduates to 
name just a few other teams. 

Uniquely, Bruiser and Crusher 
have done something long consid- 
ered just about impossible in tag 
team wrestling. They are persons 
with enormous individual talent 
who've channeled that talent into 
devastating teamwork. 

They feel it's their most important 
plus. 

“Teamwork isn't something you 
can work out overnight,” Crusher 
said. “It has to be handled slowly 
and thoughtfully. Many wrestlers 
are afraid their individuality will 
be lost if they concentrate on team- 
work, Bruiser and I know how good 





we are as individual wrestlers and 
so does everyone else. We're es- 
tablished stars. That's why we work 
so well together. There's no con- 
flict.” 

Both Bruiser and Crusher were 
once hated by fans. Now those same 
fans have made them Tag Team of 
the Year. Do they find that strange” 

"Not really," replied Bruiser. 
“The fans realize truly great wres- 
tlers. Whether you like a man or 
hate him you can still respect his 
ability. Although it is nice to be 
popular." 

"The fans won't regret their choice." 
Crusher added. "This year we'll 
be even better. No, reason why we 
cant win this thing two years in 
a row. The only people who might 
object to that are Heenan and his 
Blackjacks—and we know how to 
handle them!” [] 
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ARIA LAVERNE IS the 

Woman Wrestler of the Year 
of this or any other year,” wrote one 
man on his ballot. A lot of other men 
evidently agreed. 

In one of the closest of all the con- 
tests, Maria’s triumph was due largely 
to the men. More than 90 percent of 
her votes came from males, leading 
us to believe Maria s good looks 
didn't hurt her chances at the ballot 
box! 

But many of her Texas supporters, 
from where she got her greatest num- 
ber of votes, pointed out that al- 
thought Maria’s a beautiful gal — she's 
also one hell of a wrestler! 

That she is. 

Despite a reluctance to leave her 
adopted home state, Maria climbed 
high in the ratings.

"Maria is an excellent choice," she 
said over the phone, "and 1 know 
how thrilled she'll be when she finds 
out. I’m glad she's finally getting the 
recognition she deserves. She's work- 
ed very hard and I couldn't be 
happier." 

Maria's ring style is quite a bit like 
the gal who won the award the pre- 
vious year, Vicki Williams. Both rely 
on speed and flying maneuvers and 
both possess devastating dropkicks. 
The only real difference between 
them is that while Vicki is strictly a 
scientific. grappler— Maria is 1 
averse to hauling off and slugging her 
opponent when the occasion de- 
mands it. She can be a rough cus- 
tomer!

Maria has been wrestling for only 
a few years, but in that short span of 
time she's seen her career take a 
meteoric rise. And since she was 
always good-looking, she can right- 
fully credit her increased stature and 
popularity to a great improvement 
in ability. 

“Tve been working harder than 
ever for the past two years," Maria 
told us, "and I can't tell you how hap- 
py I am that the fans have recognized 
my improvement. When you consider 
how many great girl wrestlers there 
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are — something like this is really an 
honor for me. I appreciate it." 

As we said, most of Maria's support 
came from Texas. But a ballot from 
one California fan who voted for her 
summed up the esteem in which she's 
held. "I never saw Maria Laverne 
wrestle," the voter wrote, “but I have 
seen Ann Casey. And anybody who 
can defeat Ann Casey has got to be 
the best there is." 

And as far as the fans are concern- 
ed — Maria Laverne is the best there 


is! a 
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() F ALL THE annual awards, 
there's one many wrestlers do 
not consider an honor to win. Be- 
cause when you're the Villain of the 
Year it means you're the most hated, 
most despised, most ruthless and 
often most disgusting of all men. 

More than anyone else, The Sheik 
fits the above description, and that 
obviously is why the Arab maniac 
received more ballots for this dubious 
distinction than any other wrestler. 

What makes a Villain of the Year? 

Well, in order to win the distinc- 
tion, The Sheik, among other things, 
just about destroyed last year’s Vil- 
lain of the Year, John Tolos, in a 
series of brutal matches. 

He attacked promoter Mike Lebell 
and two referees. 

He, attacked fans in Texas, Cali- 
fornia and a few other cities. 

He maimed opponents throughout 
the nation. 

The Sheik is truly a national figure. 
He received votes from California, 
Florida, Montreal, Texas and De- 
troit among others. But most of all 
he received votes from Toronto, the

city in which he remains unbeaten in 
almost four years. 

One reason The Sheik received so 
many votes is his use of foreign ob- 
jects. No other wrestler of modern 
times has resorted to this under- 
handed way of injuring opponents as 
has the Arab. He's used pencils, 
knives, razor blades, pieces of metal, 
tables, chairs, microphones and you 
name.it. He s probably the single 
most vicious individual in the sports 
history. 

Yet 1972 was probably one of the 
most frustrating years The Sheik ever 
had. He wound up receiving what he 
usually dishes out when Pampero 
Firpo tore him apart in a match in 
Toronto. Bobo Brazil, to whom he 
lost his U.S. title, refused to give him 
a rematch. And then to top it off, 
Brazil lost the title to the one man 
The Sheik fears, Firpo! 

Yet The Sheik compiled an impres-

sive list of victims during 1972. Such 
Stars as Tony Marino, Lord Layton. 
Tex McKenzie, Carlos Rocha, Dory 
Funk Sr., John Tolos and Tim Woods 
felt what it was like to face this 
maniac. 

But if there was one night that 
Summed up why Sheik was voted 
Villain of the Year it had to be the 
night he took apart John Tolos in 
Los Angeles. Tolos never received a 
beating like it and is’still recovering 
from injuries suffered in that match. 
And after almost killing John, Sheik 
sent two referees to the hospital and 
tried to kill the promoter. 

Abdullah Farouk, The Sheik's 
manager, expressed no surprise when 
told his man won as top villain. “Was 
there ever any doubt?" he retorted. 
“And I can guarantee you The Sheik 
will be even wilder in 1973." 

Even for The Sheik—that hardly 
seems possible! [|] 
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H E MAY LOOK small to some 
people, but those who know 
him consider Little Bruiser a giant. 

“Let me tell you something about 
him." said big Bruiser, the man who 
Little Bruiser closely resembles. 
“Little Bruisers only little when 
it comes to feet and inches. Hes 
got a bigger heart and more guts 
than anybody I ever met twice his 
swe. 

That is true. When it comes to 
courage Little Bruiser takes a back 
seat to nobody. When he goes into a 
mixed match he isnt in there to 
wrestle only midgets. More often 
than not he'll go after the biggest 
guy he can find. 

Little Bruiser is somewhat of a 
puzzle. Despite the fact he uses 
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illegal tactics, unlike other wres- 
tlers who resort to that, Little Bruiser 
is not disliked. In fact, he’s quite 
popular with fans and wrestlers 
alike. 

"He's a good man to have as a 
friend.” says Crusher, a man with 
whom Little Bruiser has teamed, 
“and I'm proud to say he’s my friend. 
He's the kind of guy you can always 
count on.” 

Little Bruiser doesn't really think 
of himself as being little. He con- 
siders himself as good as big Bruiser 
and happily points out that his friends 
“come in all shapes and sizes. After 
all,” he adds, “when you're a nice 
guy like me people can't help but like 
you." 

That goes for everyone but his op-

ponents. They're not too crazy about 
him. Lord Littlebrook, for example, 
just got out of the hospital after 
an hour-long bout in which little 
Bruiser knocked him senseless. Yet 
Little Bruiser bears no ill will towards 
Littlebrook. “I consider him a fine 
wrestler and still do,” he said, “but 
that doesn't mean I'm not going to 
try to bash his brains in when I get 
him in the ring. 10 feel the same 
way if he'd done it to me.” 

Does he regret using illegal tac- 
tics? 

“No,” he replied. “Nobody ever " 
asks you how you won, they only 
ask if you won. I always win.” 

Most people are familiar with 
Bruiser’s story and how he got into 
wrestling when he discovered he 
looked just like big Bruiser. For 
awhile there was a falling out be- 
tween the two but they are once 
again friends. Yet Little Bruiser nev- 
er relied on big Bruiser to build 
his own reputation. That was built on 
sheer ability and a willingness to 
travel all over North America to 
show what he could do. Those travels 
have earned him a loyal following 
and the results showed up in the 
voting as he outpolled such well- 
known personalities as Little Beaver, 
Sky Low Low, Cowboy Lang, Little- 
brook and others. 

Little Bruiser was genuinely 
pleased when informed he'd been 
voted Midget Wrestler of the Year. 
“It’s nice to have the fans recognize 
your efforts,” he said. “I hope you'll 
thank them for me.” ,

P ICKING A MAN as the "In- 
spirational Wrestler of the Year" 
is always a most difficult task wheth- 
er you're a writer, editor or fan.

Englishman has is guts—in carloads! 

Early in the year, Hays’ arch ene- 
my, Ciclon Negro, gave Al an ab- 
solutely punishing piledriver which 
twisted his neck muscles and broke 
his collarbone. That alone should 
have been enough to stop the match. 
But Hays was having none of that. 

He disguised his injury as best 
he could so the referee and Negro 
wouldn't know about it and came 
back to win the match! He was wres- 
tling, for all intents and purposes, 
with one arm. “If I'd have known 
his collarbone was broken I'd have 
stopped the match right then and 
there," said the referee later. "He's 
got guts. He really must have been 
In pain." 

A short time later, even though 
his injury was not 100 percent heal- 
ed, Al stepped in against Dory Funk 
Jr. in a world title match. He could 
have gotten it postponed. He didn't. 
He wasn't about.to lose his chance. 
With Funk's busy schedule, who 
knew when he'd get another title 
shot? 

When Funk threw him: out of the 
ring, Al struck his head on a chair 
opening a terrible gash. His blood 
blinded him. The referee wanted to

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Stop it. Al pleaded to let it go on. 
It did. And wrestling nearly blind— 
Lord Al Hays held the champion to 
a draw! 

But it looked like Hays’ luck had 
finally run out during a match in 
Amarillo. Thousands of fans sat stun- 
ned as Hays was loaded into an am- 
bulance after suffering what was first 
diagnosed as a broken back. He was 
partially paralyzed. 

But again Lord Al Hays came back. 
The paralysis, caused by a pinched 
nerve, was only temporary. His back 
wasn't broken, although five ribs 
were. He had been bleeding internal- 
ly and had to undergo surgery. 

Three weeks later he was back in 
the ring defending his Western States 
championship. 

Courage? Lord Al Hays has a ton 
of it. His motto says it all for him. 
“If you don't believe you can be 
stopped— you won't be.” 

Lord Al Hays has had more than 
his share of bad breaks—not the 
least of which was eventually win- 
ning the title from Funk but having 
the result disallowed. But he doesn’t 
believe he can be stopped and he 
hasn't been. No wonder you voted 


him Inspirational Wrestler of the 
Year! = 
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O N THE BACK of an annual 
awards ballot a young lady 
wrote “it’s hard to vote for Manager 
of the Year because they all STINK! 
But since Bobby Heenan doesn't 
stink as bad as the others I’m voting 
for him.” 

That's not the greatest compliment 
the blond-haired manager ever re- 
ceived, but considering his 1972 es- 
capades it’s better than none at all. 
And enougl people thought Heenan 
“stank” less than other managers to 
vote him Manager of the Year.

bell until the end...no matter how 
disastrous the end may be. And Hee- 
nan's met some disastrous endings. 

Be that as it may, Bobby is the 
brains behind one of the top tag 
teams in the sport today—the no- 
torious Blackjacks. He also advises 
Baron Fritz Von Raschke. His stable 
is, as he says, "small but select." 

"Going with Bobby Heenan was 
the best thing that ever happened to 
me," stated Blackjack Mulligan who, 
until this year, was under contract 
to the Grand Wizard. “With Bobby's 
brains and Blackjack Lanza’s skill 
we have won the World Wrestling 
Association tag team title and we've 
held the belts for a year without 
meeting defeat. That’s largely due 
to Bobby.” 

“The great thing about Heenan,” 
said Lanza, “is that he’s not afraid 
to get dirty, as we say in the gym. He 
gets right in there and sweats and 
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trains with you. Because he wrestles 
so often he knows how a wrestler 
feels. He’s not one of those managers 
who's always in a suit and never 
works up a sweat." | 

Heenan is an exceptional manager. 
And he'll be the first to say so. 

"Take what happened with Baron 
Von Raschke," Bobby said. "He'd 
gotten into a slump. He'd even lost 
to Sailor Art Thomas, of all people. 
He came to me and asked for help. 
Within a week I'd spotted what he 
was doing wrong and suddenly he 
was winning steadily again. Three 
weeks after he came to me he was 
W.W.A. champion again. I am a 
genius." 

Because he is such an active man- 
ager, Bobby gets himself injured 
much more than any other manager. 
It's not unusual to see his face blood- 
ied after a match. He shrugs it off 
as part of his job. Other managers 
wouldn't. “If my men bleed then 1 
bleed," Bobby emphasizes. “I’m no 
better than they are." 

There are things about Heenan 
many fans don't like, such as when 
he smuggles foreign objects into the 
ring. Of course, he denies doing it. 

So love him...or hate him... 
you've picked him as Manager of the 
Year. It’s a good choice. How do 
we know? He said so himself! - [] 

















OU COULDN'T HAVE a 
closer race than the one we 
had for Most Popular Wrestler of 
the Year. It wound up in a flatfooted 
tie between flyin’ Fred Curry and 
Jack Brisco! 

Neither man’s nomination comes 
as a surprise.

she received an injury when a piece 
of a wooden chair Bull splintered 
struck her, cutting her leg. Fred 
found out about it, wrote a note of 
apology and sent her two tickets 
to the following week's matches. 

Both men wrestle all over North 
America and both men received 
votes from just about everywhere. 
Both were thrilled with the results 
of the voting. 

“It’s really an honor to be named 
most popular and it's certainly won- 
derful to share that honor with a man 
like Fred Curry," Jack said. “And 
I believe your magazines — INSIDE

rivalries would be settled as well.

proof. They, too, climbed aboard 
the bandwagon. 

What was Pedro doing when. all 
this was going on? 

Nothing. 

“If I deny the rumors it will only 
keep them alive," Morales said. 
“You know and I know they’re not 
true. I let my work in the ring 
speak for me.” 

So all during 1972 Pedro remain- 
ed quiet. He was barraged with 
vicious insults and ethnic slurs. 
He was called the “chicken” cham- 
pion, the “champion by default.” 


He never lowered himself to the 
level of those who hated him. 

Yet while this was going on 
another phenomenon was taking 
place. Everywhere Pedro Morales 
would wrestle attendance records 
would fall. Boston, Philadelphia, 
Washington, New York, they all 
enjoyed packed houses as the fans 
streamed through the doors to hate 
Pedro or love him. 

But with all the pressures put on 
the young Puerto Rican champion, 
none hurt him so much as the peo- 
ple who said he was holding the 
title only because Bruno Sammar- 
tino wasn’t interested in taking 
‘it back. No matter who Pedro wres- 
tled—Steele, Blassie, Stasiak, Fir- 
po—he was also wrestling someone 
else. And that other person was the 
ghost of Bruno Sammartino.

this. If the Spoiler bragged he 
could whip Pedro, Morales could 
| always say “we'll see what hap- 
pens when we get into the ring.” 
But how do you defeat a reputa- 
tion? 

Of course, during this trying 
time, Pedro was not alone. His 
faithful fans, to a large extent 
comprised of his fellow Puerto 
Ricans, stood alongside him all 
the way. And Pedro never forgot 
them. 

“Those are the people who 
count,” he said one night after a 
rough match against Baron Siclu- 
na. “Those people have been with 
me from the beginning. When the 
others started rumors about me or 
booed me I knew that there were

also people out there rooting for 
me. They stayed with me in the 
bad times as well as the good.

I am a symbol for those 
people...a symbol that a Puerto 
Rican can be the best at what he 
does. They are my people. And if 
I earn their respect I am happy." 
August was a rough month for 
Morales. He'd beaten George Steele 
and Steele wrote a by-lined story 
about how the referees protected 
Morales. Then, during a tag team 
match against Professor Toru Ta- 
naka and Mr. Fugi, a misunder- 
standing arose between he and 
partner Bruno Sammartino. It was 
a misunderstanding which would, 
in the long run, be the best thing 
to ever happen to Pedro.
